Inhabitants Seek to Avoid Famine by 


Fleeing From City. 


Cho-Foo, March 4.—Tho news from 


Port Arthur Is that the population Is 
In a state of extreme terror. Lawless- 
ness IB Increasing and the prospects 
of a famine arc causing tho Inhab- 
itants to seek safety In flight. They 
realize the hopelessness of ever hav- 
ing sufficient provisions. Tho railroad 
authorities declare that the congestion 
of their lines caused by the trans- 
port of troops prevents their bringing 
supplies and provisions. 


Che-Foo Is filling up with refugees. 


Mysterious visits have been paid this 
port at night.for a week by Japnnesu 
torpedo boat destroyers. Tho officers 
havo come ashore and without speak- 
ing to anyone, have gone straight to 
(ho Japanese consulate, which Is close- 
ly guarded and where there have been 
a number, of Japanese sailors who aro 
survivors of the torpendo boat sunk 
by the RUSHI-MIS during ihe attempt to 
block the harbor of Porl Arthur. The 
midnight visitors have now taken away 
all the survivors, as well na a num- 
ber of mystorlous visitors who cr.mo 
to Che-Foo recently, but who hnvo 
never stepped outsldo the consulate 
grounds.

case. This Is looked upon as a fur- 
ther and final step toward the rehabil- 
itation of the former captain and the 
removal of the last uccusutlon against 
him.

The most remarkable feature of the 


proceedings was tho reversal of the 
government attitude In the caso. This 
was shown by the address of Attor- 
ney General Uatidouln, who said that 
when h» began hit) consideration of 
the Dreyfus caso hu was Kutlsliud that 
a judicial error had not been commit- 
ted, but as the Investigation proceed- 
ed hla amazement Increased. 
' "One by one," the attorney general 
continued, "all the charges vanished, 
leaving only accusation!), without Im- 
portance or consistency. 


Tells of Secret Documents. 


"When I cnirlned the collection of 


secret document} in the --BO and saw 
their miserable character, valuable 
only because of the mystery cleverly 
thrown about them, I concluded It 
was necessary for Justice to have the 
last word, and It Is my conviction 
thn,t there Is not one of us In the 
army and not nn ofllcer now In the 
army who would not have succumbed 
had he been under an accusation thus 
managed."
